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KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 
Condition of Growing Crops, Prospect, 



The wet weather prevailing in Sep- 
tember continued until the first week 
in October, and wheat seeding and 
corn fathering were prevented. Since 
then tine weather has been favorable 
and this work lias proceeded without 
interruption. The average of wheat 
sown will be short, being M per cent, 
compared lo 1901, That which was 
■OWV early is :oming up nicely and 
with favorable conditons a good stand 
is indicated. 

The corn yield will be large, being 
at 102 per cent compared to 1005, 
which was also a large yield, Corn is 
damaged from the wet weather and 
lack of sunshine, maturing badly, and 
at least 20 per cent, of the crop will 
be unmerchantable. 

Winter Oats: The acreage will be 
short on this crop, being so per cent, 
compared with lit"".. 

Acreage on Rye and Barley about 
up to an average. 

In the Burley District, as also the 
Dark District, no improvement is 
shown in condition of the tobacco 
crop. A severe freeze occurred OB 
November 10th, and found much 
tobacco uncut in the field, which was 
a total loss. The damage on burley 
from various causes is estimated at 
24 per cent., and tin estimated yield 
is only M per cent. 

In the Dark District, reports indi- 
cate that the crop is damaged 20 per 
cent., and the percentage of yield is 
88 per cent. A large percentage of 
the tobacco crop will be of poor 
quality. 

Meadows and pastures are good and 
all live stock in fine condition.
